—During  Hie  year  1900  there  were  4,000 
tons  of  borax  exported  from  Salta,  northern 
Argentina, 

—An  Asuncion  (Paraguay)  telegram  of  the 
isf  reports  a  torrential  rainstorm  there,  which 
caused  extensive  damages. 

— -  President  Roca  reassilllted  the  presidency 
of  Argentina  on  the  27th  nit.  His  first  act 
was  to  appoint  Col.  Onofre  Bstbader  minister 
of  marine,  iu  place  of  Admiral  Rivadavia, 
deceased. 

—It  is  not  only  here  that  the  remittances  of 
dried  beef  for  the  Brazilian  markets  have  been 
suspended,  hut  the  Oriental  saladero  Dun 
Enrique  Vellozo  intends  to  send  no  mure  of 
that  product  to  Brazil  during  this  mouth, ~ 
B.  A.  Herald,  Feb.  16. 

—The  siliuleristas  of  the  province  have 
completely  suspended  all  purchases  of  cattle 
and  slaughtering  iu  consequence  of  the  had 
state  of  'the  Brazilian  markets.  Telegrams 
having  been  received  from  the  consignees  of 
jerked  beef  that  it  is  impossible1  to  receive  the 
consignments  as  no  sales  can  he  made,  — 
Southern  Cross,  Feb.  15. 

— A  communication  from  Tucuiuau  informs 
us  that  the  present  state  of  the  sugar  planta- 
tions is  excellent.  The  last  rains  have  favored 
considerably  the  growth  of  the  sugar  canes 
and  there  are  sours  canes  on  which  are  as 
many  as  six  pipes.  It  is  certain  that  the  pre- 
sent year's  crop  will  lie  twice  as  much  as  that 
of  last  year— /?.  A.  Herald. 

— House  rents  have  declined  somewhat,  but 
they  must  come  down  still  more,  simply  be- 
cause they  are  higher  than  can  be  paid  for 
any  great  length  of  lime.  We  know  of  offices 
and  flats  which  have  stood  unoccupied  for 
more  than  a  year  because  the  owner  held  oa 
for  former  high  rents  which  no  one  would  pay, 
and  he  has  to  pocket  the  loss  and  kick  himself 
for  his  stubbornness  in  refusing  several  good 
offers.  —  /?.  A.  He/aid.—  [We  have  some  born 
fools  of  that  description  here  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
as  well.] 

— A  Lima  telegram  says  that  a  proposal  has 
been  received  from  the  Argentine  government 
for  the  construction  of  a  telegraph  line  from 
Argentina  across  Bolivia  and  Peru  to  Ecuador, 
where  it  will  connect  with  a  Hue  to  Centra! 
America  and  the  United  States.  This,  the  Ar- 
gentines think,  will  liberate  South  American 
nations  from  their  dependence  upon  the  Eng- 
lish and  French  cables  on  both  coasts,  Of 
course,    no   one  lias  thought  of  the  difficulties 


— Mr.  Juan  Aruuiro  has  published  an  in- 
teresting account  of  his  recent  trip  to  the 
Cliaco  from  whence  he  lias  recently  returned. 
The  object  of  his  expedition  was  to  examine 
the  capabilities  of  that  enormous  tract  of 
country  as  a  stock-raising  district.  Sr.  Aru- 
uiro started  north  from  Inea  to  the  "Estttlicias 
Unidas  del  Chaco  Cia."  at  Sin  Luis,  which  is 
about  35  leagues  from  Fortiti  Inca,  from 
thence  to  Tanizo  iu  the  district  of  Campo  del 
Cielo,  and  from  there  returned  to  Tacuru. 
The  camps,  notwithstanding  that  it  bad  not 
rained  for  three  months,  were  iu  splendid  con- 
dition, a  fact  evidently  accounted  for  by  the 
very  heavy  dews  common  iu  the  district. 
"Pasto  Colorado,"  gramilla,  and  a  sort  of  wild 
bean  that  makes  an  excellent  feed,  were  the 
chief  constituents  01  the  pasture,  The  cattle, 
he  says,  were  very  fat,  and  exceedingly  well 
developed,  coin  paring  most  favourably  with 
the  stock  of  the  same  class  in  the  Pain  pa  and 
Buenos  Aires.  Water  was  plentiful  and  good, 
never  being  more  fliui  25  feet  down.  Any 
quantity  of  timber,  j  maraud  t,  nuidubay, 
urunday,  and  quebracho  Colorado.

—  The  "invasion"  men  tinned  in  our  last 
turns  out  to  have  been  a  very  contemptible 
affair.  The  scene  of  the  exploit  was  the  Paso 
de  Chaparro,  dept,  of  Soriano,  nearly  on  the 
boundary  of  Colottia,  and  one  of  the  points 
where  the  river  Uruguay  is  least  wide.  The 
invading  fleet  consisted  of  two  launches  con- 
taining 15  to  20  men  each.  Perceived  by  a 
police  patrol  of  four  men,  they  were  chal- 
lenged, but  made  no  reply,  con  tinning  to 
approach  the  shore,  The  police  then  fired 
their  carbines.  The  men  in  the  launch  fired 
iu  return  and  one  of  the  police  was  wounded 
by  a  bullet  in  the  neck  mid  some  buck  shot. 
The  invaders  then  relumed  to  the  Argentine 
coast,  whence  they  had  crime.  This,  we  should 
say,  happened  about  10.30  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing. The  nearest  authorities  were  giv.;n  the 
alarm,  ami  further  police  detachments  were 
turned  out,  but  nothing  more  occurred.  It  is 
not  certain  yet  whether  the  invaders  were  revo- 
lutionists, or  merely  one  of  the  gangs  of  mar- 
auders '  and  cattle  raiders  that  occasionally 
infest  the  district.  Anyhow,  ,m  Invasion  that 
is  repulsed  by  four  policemen  cannot  he  taken 
seriously,  and  the  affair  may  be  dismissed 
without  further  notice.  —  Montevideo  limes, 
Feb,  22. 

—A  tragic  deed  is  reported  from  the  city  of 
Cordoba.  Aurelia  Ambroslo,  a  young  lady 
recently  married,  killed  a  man  named  Botl- 
nelli  iu  defence  of  her  honor.  At  \  1  p.m.  on 
Sunday  night  Aurelia.  who  had  just  gone  to 
bed  and  left  the  lamp  lighted,  heard  a  knock 
at  the  street  door,  Thinking  her  husband, 
whom  she  was  expecting,  had  returned,  she 
immediately  opened  the  door  and  went  back 
to  her  room.  On  reaching  Iter  bed,  however, 
she  heard  a  strange  voice  saving:  "U  >  not  lie 
frightened,  Seftora,"  and  Hotinelli  entered  the 
room  The  lady  who  was  surprised  at  this 
unwarranted  intrusion,  asked  what  was  his 
business,  and  why  hi-  dared  enter  her  room  tit 
that  late  hour.  Rotinelli  then  declared  his 
passion  and  told  her  again  Hot  to  be  afraid, 
that  her  husband  was  iu  the  confiteria  playing 
billards.  The  young  woman  very  much 
shocked  I  id  alafmed  ordered  the  rulHiti  to 
retire,  and  on  his  refusing  to  do  so  she  took 
her  husband's  revolver  and  fired,  wounding 
him  slightly.  Nothing  daunted  Rotinelli 
advanced  to  the  bed.  and  Aurelia  as  a  last 
resource  again  fired,  this  time  with  deadly 
aim.  shooting  her  assailant  through  the  heart.

UNIVERSA I,  PEACE. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  there  are  still  some 
great  churchmen  who  have  courage  to  with- 
stand and  condemn  the  passion  for  military 
gain  and  glory  which  is  now  sweeping  over 
the  world.  Unhappily  they  are  not  numerous, 
nor  are  their  voices  frequently  heard,  and  it 
is  therefore  all  the  more  noteworthy  to  find 
the  highest  prelate  of  the  Romau  Catholic 
church  in  the  United  States  taking  so  unequi- 
vocal a  position  against  imperialism  and  mi- 
litarism. A  New  York  letter  of  19th  January 
from  the  Hfoming  header's  correspondent 
says  :— 

A  sermon  by  Cardinal  Gibhoiis,,warning  the 
people  of  America  lest  they  become  "intoxi- 
cated with  the  wine  of  Imperialism"  and  op- 
posing the  formation  of  a  large  standing 
iinuv,  has  rinsed  a  considerable  impression 
throughout  the  country. 

The  government  project  of  asking  at)  in- 
crease of  [00,000  in  the  regular  army  will  ill 
consequence  be  probably  abandoned  in  favor 
of  a  much  more  conservative  method  of  find- 
ing troops  to  continue  the  warfare  in  the  Phi- 
lippines, As  troops  mutt  be  found  by  some 
means,  and  must  be  found  urgently,  it  is  quite 
possible  that  the  secretary  for  war  will  give 
his  approval  to  Senator  B  icon's  expedient 
of  creating    an    army    exclusively  for  colonial 


services, 

Cu'diual  Gibhotis'si  impressive  speech  was 
delivered  on  the  theme  of  Christ's  mission  of 
peace.  His  Eminence  reviewed  the  European 
wars  of  the  nineteenth  centurv.  including  that 
of  Great  Britain  against  the  Biers  and  all 
those  of  the  United  Stales,  from  that  for  ill- 
dependence  to  that  with  Spun, 

"Is  it  not  an  outrage, he  s  iid,to  contemplate 

government  and  political  institutions  on  an  - 
other  nation  in  the  interest  of  trade  and  com  - 
merce,  as  if  merchandise  and  dollars  and  cent  s 
were  of  more  value  than'  hum  in  lives?  Is  i  t 
not  monstrous  to  see  a  strong  power  invadiu  g 
a  weak  one  and  seizing  her  territories  oil  the 
hypocritical  plea  of  rectifying  her  bound  tries  ? 
This  rectification  of  boundaries  is  a  very  ol  d 
practice,  and  is  a  polite  nam;  for  robbsry  oil  a 
lart;e  scale." 

He  quoted  statistics  on  the  size  and  costs  of 
the  armaments  of  Europe,  and  referred  to  the 
soldiers  as  "young  men  vegetating  in  idleness 
in  time  of  peace  and  luxuriating  iu  licence 
and  dissipation  in  time  of  war," 

"May  God, lie  ttdded,so  guide  our  legislators 
and  statesmen  that  they  may  never  be  betrayed 
into  imitating  Hiiropeau  governments  by  the 
establishment  of  formidable  standing  armies. 
God  forbid  that  we  ourselves,  flushed  with 
recent  victories,  should  ever  become  intoxica- 
ted with  the  wine  of  imperialism  or  mili- 
tarism, \ml  liny  we  always  follow  the  tra- 
ditions of    the  fathers  of  the  republic. 

"Hitherto  we  h  ive  presented  to  the  world  a 
beautiful  spjctacle.  Europeans  accusto  tiled 
at  home  to  meet  a  soldier  or  gendarme  at  every 
street  corner,  on  arriving  in  this  country  have 
been  filled  with  stuprisi  and  admiration  th  it 
a  nation  of  si  vast  an  extent,  and  with  such 
an  immense  population,  contains  an  army  of 
only  25,010  men.  They  have  been  forcibly 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  they  can  travel 
from  M  due  to  California  without  meeting  a 
single  soldier,  TUey  sue  tint  every  citizen  of 
the  United  States  is  a  sildier  without  uniform 
engaged  ill  the  active  pursuits  of  life,  and 
ready  at  a  moment's  notice  to  defend  his 
country.  Tlley  would  feel  tint  we  are  a  strong 
nation  because  we  cheerfully  bow  to  the 
majestv  of  the  law  and  are  nit  confronted  all  1 
intintidali-d  by  military  sitraps.  iUy  this 
fair  picture  never  be  defaced." 

His  Eminence  closed  with  a  fervent  prayer 
for  universal  peace.

THE  PUBLIC    DEBT. 

By  an  interesting'  coincidence,  on  the 
very  day  on  which  we  renewed  in  our 
last  issue  the  demand  that  we  have 
repeatedly  made  for  an  official  month- 
ly statement  of  the  public  debt,  there 
appeared  in  the  Brazilian  Review  au 
article  which  has  the  merit  of  being  a 
valuable  object  lesson  in  support  of  oiir 
demand. 

In  that  article  the  Reviau  attempts  to 
make  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
debt  at  three  different  periods,  but,  in 
view  of  the  lack  of  official  data,  the  at- 
tempt is  necessarily  a  failure. 

In  the  first  place  the  figures  are  made 
to  appear  more  recent  than  they  really 
are.  The  issue  of  funding  loan  bonds, 
for  instance,  is  stated  to  have  amounted 
in  1900  to  £4,328,881-,  when  in  reality 
it  amounted  to  that  sum  on  December 
31,  1899,  and  was  increased  in  1900  by 
large  additional  issues. 

In  the  figures  representing  the  re- 
duction in  the  internal  gold  debt  be- 
tween 1898  and  1900  is  included  the 
sum  of  91,650,000$,  amount  of  bonds 
transferred  to  the  government  by  banks 
of  issue  in  settlement  of  accounts.  As 
the  transfer  was  effected  before  1898,  it 
is  evident  that  the  Review  erroneously 
attributes  the  corresponding  reduction 
in  the  gold  debt  to  a  period  to  which  it 
does  not  belong. 

The  Review  deducts  from  the  gold 
debt  the  sum  of  18,350,000$  in  4  °/D 
bonds,  but  it  fails  to  add  to  the  currency 
debt  the  amount  of  6  °/0  bonds  into 
which  those  gold  bonds  are  supposed  to 
have  been  converted.  The  editor  may 
perhaps  allege  that  he  has  110  certain 
knowledge  of  the  conversion.  Neither 
have  we  ;  but  we  know  that  about  two 
years  ago  the  government  attempted  to 
force  holders  to  make  the  exchange  at 
the  rate  of  1,000$  in  gold  bonds  for 
1,800$  in  currency  bonds.  We  also 
know  that  on  March  31,  1899,  the  Banco 
Rural  held  10,548,91 7S800  iu  the  4  °/0 
gold  bonds,  which  after  that  date  dis- 
appeared from  its  balance-sheets,  being 
replaced  by  an  increase  of  15,965,850$ 
in  the  amount  of  6  °/0  currency  bonds 
held  by  the  bank. 

According  to  the  Review  the  5  % 
currency  debt  amounted  in  1900  to 
483.401,000$.  If  these  figures  are  cor- 
rect, why  does  the  last  budget  contain 
an  appropriation  for  paying  5  %  interest 
on  a  debt  of  518,859,200? 

There  are  doubtless  many  discrep- 
ancies ia  the  Review's  statement  in  ad- 
dition to  those  that  we  have  pointed 
out ;  but  we  shall  not  attempt  to  dis- 


cover them,  since  enough  has;;  already 
been  said  to  show  that  its  figures  are 
utterly  untrustworthy  and  misleading. 
It  ought  to  be  possible,  it  seems  to 
us,  to  ascertain  what  the  government 
owes  at  any  given  period,  and  we  con- 
sequently once  more  repeat  our  demand 
for  an  official  statement  of  the  public 
debt  similar  to  that  issued  monthly  by 
the  United  States  treasury. 


GOMPANHfA  DE  CARRIS  URBANOS.

The  principal  source  of  revenue  of  the  .com- 
pany, that  is  the  passenger  traffic,  produced 
2,733.2415400-  The  freight  traffic  was  effected 
at  a  loss,  the  receipts  amounting  to  345,993^710 
and  the  expenses  to  379,5093390.  This  is  the 
smallest  freight  traffic  that  the  company  has 
had  in  the  last  ten  years,  during  which  the 
general  tendency  lias  been  downward,  and  is 
considerably  less  than  the  average,  as  is  shown 
by  the  following  statement:

In  consequence  of  the  critical  business  situa- 
tion the  company  has  lost  a  large  part  of  its 
freight  traffic  and  has.  moreover,  been  obliged 
to  reduce  its  rates. 

The  receipts  from  the  luggage  traffic 
amounted  to  60,  j 80^400  and  those  from  miscel- 
laneous sources  to  i24,734$ir.o. 

The  total  gross  receipts  were  1,658.6141280 
in  the  first  half  year  and  1,605,5058340  in  the 
second,  making  3,264,  [49^620  for  'the  whole 
year  against  the  following  sums  in  the  three 
previous  years;

A  very  large  item  in  traffic  expenses  is  the 
cost  of  the  keep  of  the  company's  mules, 
which  amounted  last  year  to  So3„S62$r20, 
averaging  for  each  mule  15197  per  diem.  At 
the  end  of  last  year  the  company  had  1,887 
mules  valued  at  361,4815420.  The  rolling 
stock  was  valued  at  466.7005;  the  track, 
charter  and  appurtenances  at  11,279,7005677- 
real  estate  at  380,7295^91  :  machinery  and 
iools  in  workshops  at  42.82453a..  The  capital 
of  the  company  was  6,ooo,ooo|  and  its  mort- 
gage debt  5,781,1005. 

For  the  development  of  the  resources  of 
Brawl  a  large  outlay  of  capital  is  required; 
but  the  foregoing  figures  are  not  encouraging 
to  investors.  They  show  that  there  is  some- 
thing radically  wrong  which  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  -the  prosperity  of  the  country 
should  examine  and  seek  to  remedy.  And  the 
fact  that  this  company  has  to  pay  in'  an 
annual  contribution  to  the  municipal  govern- 
ment and  in  other  taxes  a  stun  equal  to  one- 
thtrd  of  its  net  profit  is  certainly  not  the  least 
discouraging  feature  of  the  situation  depicted 
by  these  figures. 


Coffee  Notes 


—  The  Coneio  of  Sao  Carlos  do  Pmhal,  Sao 
Paulo,  says  that  coffee  picking  will  be  later 
than  usual  this  year. 

—  The  total  exports  of  coffee  from  Ceylon 
last  year  amounted  to  only  10,777  cwts. 
against  18,542  cwts.  in  1899,  13,313  in  rggg! 
i9-3s3  £"  tS97  and  86,692  in  1891. 

—  The  coffee  planters  of  Porto  Rico  are  ask- 
ing the  United  States  to  impose  an  import 
duty  on  all  coffee  except  that  from  their  own 
country.  They  have  become  good  "protection- 
ists" very  quickly. 

—  The  Pais  in  its  issue  of  last  Sunday  pub- 
Wishes  a  report  of  the  organization  of  a  syn- 
dicate for  bulling  the  coffee  market.  This 
syndicate  will  operate,  it  is  stated,  with  Amer- 
ican and  European  capital. 

—Porto  Rican  coffee  growers  have  one  im- 
portant qualification  for  tfntted  States  citl* 
zenship,  at  least  in  protectionist  eyes,  for  the* 
believe  intaxingothef  people  for  their  benefit. 
They  have  had  the  assurance  to  beg  congress 
to  slap  an  import  daty  on  all  coffee  except 
their  own  as  it  comes  into  United  States  ports. 
—JlfmAimis?  ^rttcw.New  York, 
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turn  "optimists"  and  seek  to  conceal 
and  aggravate  the  situation  ?  In  our 
opinion,  the  present  situation  is  dan- 
gerous and  hopeless,  and  there  is  noth- 
ing but  disaster  before  us  should  the 
government  persist  in  its  present  policy. 
We  may  be  mistaken,  but  that  does 
not  alter  facts  nor  compel  silence.  Discus- 
sions lionld  bring  out  the  truth,  and  it 
is  a  criminal  blunder  to  seek  to  repress 
it. 


Names  often  come  to  mean  very  little 
-vlien  they  become  popular  catchwords. 
The  "patriot"  is  the  man  who  supports 
an     aggressive     administrative    policy 
which   history   will  surely  condemn  ;is 
discreditable  in  every  sense  of  the  term, 
and  the  man  who   opposes  such  a  policy 
is  classed  as  a  "traitor"  and   "enemy  of 
his  country."    In  a  more  general  sens', 
those  who  oppose  the  measures  and  po- 
licy adopted  by  a  particular  government 
or  dominant   party,    and   who   do   not 
believe  that  good  results  can  come  from 
such  measures  and  policy,  are  classed 
as"  pessimists,"  and  upon  their  obstinate 
heads  are  poured   vials   of    wrath  by  all 
the  "patriots"    who   arc    allied    to    the 
government   and   interested  in  its  sche- 
mes.    We  have  now  been  classed  with 
the  "pessimists"    for    many   years,  aud 
have  enjoyed    all    the  discredit  and  dis- 
favor which  have  been    heaped   upon 
them,  and  we  may  therefore  be  permit- 
ted to  say  a  word  in  their  defence,  and 
to  ask  what    the    "optimists"  are  doing 
to  merit   our  confidence.     If   the  "pes- 
simists" are  bad,  then  the  "optimists" 
ought  to  be  good  ;  but  are  the)-  good  ? 
Is   it   right  and   honest  to   conceal  the 
true  state  of  the  country  and  to  deceive 
others   into   bad    investments?      Is   it 
right  to  make  a  false  propaganda  abroad 
designed    to  encourage  immigration,  to 
bolster  up  commercial  credit, and  to  cheat 
capitalists  into  unsafe  investments?  And 
is  it  right  to  deceive  the  people  of  the 
country  into   a  belief  that  their  affairs 
are  going  on  smoothly  and  safely,  when 
tlie    very    reverse    is  true?     And  who, 
then,  is  the  true  "patriot"  —  the  "opti- 
mist"   who  puts   a  false  face    on    the 
situation,  or   the   ''pessimist"  who  ex- 
poses  all   its    ugliness?     The   truth    is 
sometimes  unpleasant  and  unpalatable, 
and  even  those  who  are  not  responsible 
for  a  difficult  situation   do  not  care  to 
hear  it.     We  understand  aud  appreciate 
the   feeling,  but    what   are  we    to    do? 
We   may  safely   assume    that  no  one 
wishes  harm  to  the  country.     The  pros- 
perity  of  the  country  means  prosperity 
for   the    individual    as   well,    and    self- 
interest    therefore    compels    us    all  to 
cherish  the  one  common  desire  that  the 
country  may  be   prosperous.     We  may 
differ  on    a  score  of    subordinate  issues 
and  we  may  object  to  the  methods  aud 
means    which   a  dominant  party  may 
employ,  but  we  are  still  in  accord  on  the 
one  common  aspiration  for  the  develop- 
ment and   prosperity    of    the   country. 
But  when  a  situation  is   reached  where

The  reveres  of  all  iliis,  the  grief  of 
the  widows  a  ud  orphans,  the  sufferings  of  the 
wounded,  the  burn!  of  the  de  id  in  trenches, 
tlie  gruesome  scenes  in  hospital  mid  Camp, 
the  destruction  of  homes,  the  brutalizing  of 
men  and  degradation  of  women  —  all  this,  il  is 
needless  to  siy,  will  not  be  represented.  We 
can  hardly  believe  that  the  British  government 
is  seriously  considering  any  such  schem.:.  War 
is  savagery  in  its  worst  form];  it  is  antago- 
nistic to  the  principles  of  christi  uilly,  ami 
inimical  to  every  sentiment  of  refinement  in 
human  nature.  The  recent  recrn  lesceuce  of 
militarism  throughout  the  world  is  nothing  less 
than  a  lapse  into  barbarls.ni,  We  do  not  be- 
lieve thai  the  best  men  of  England  will  wel- 
come any  attempt  to  glorify  war,  even' if  the 
war  office  is  meditating  such  a  scheme  as  the 
one  mentioned,  nor  do  we  believe  that  the 
practical  elements  of  the  British  nation  will 
long  he  deceived  by  any  such  theatrical 
method  of  popularizing  war.  The  purpose  of 
the  twentieth  century  should  be  to  advance 
what  was  begun  in  the  nineteenth  —  the  sub- 
stitution of  arbitration  for  war. 


Ths  Gazeta  de  Noticias  in  its  issue  of  last 
Thursday  refers  to  the  decrease  in  the  impor- 
tation of  butter,  pork,  bacon,  Indian  corn, 
beans,  tallow,  caudles,  matches,  gin  and 
wine.  The  Gazeta  attributes  the  decrease  not 
to  a  corresponding  decrease  in  consumption, 
but  to  the  competition  of  Brazilian  products 
of  the  respective  classes.  Our  contemporary 
asserts  that  there  are  figures  to  prove  this, 
but  unfortunately  it  fails  to  publish  those 
figures.  We  should  like  to  see  them  and, 
until  we  do,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  maintain 
our  opinion  thai  the  decrease  in  the  import 
trade  is  due,  partly  at  least,  to  the  decrease  in 
the  ability  of  the  people  to  purchase.  Why, 
for  instance,  should  they  not  restrict  their 
consumption  of  butter,  which  even  in  more 
prosperous  times  was  considered  by  many 
persons  an  article  of  luxury,  if  they  are  no 
longer  able  to  pay  for  such  an  article  as  came 
secca  ?  If  the  editor  of  the  Gazeta  will  converse 
with  the  owners  of  creameries,  lie  will  disco- 
ver, we  think,  that  their  business  is  not  so 
prosperous  as  he  imagines.  The  manager  of 
the  creamery  at  Uberaha,  for  instance,  com- 
plains bitterly  of  burdensome  taxation, 
which,  he  says,  is  the  principal  obstacle  to 
the  growth  of  his  business,  Por  every  kilo 
of  butter  that  he  ships  to  S.  Paulo,  which  is 
the  best  market,  he  has  to  pay  a  tax  of  120 
reis.  The  casks  and  tins  shipped  to  liitii  for 
packing  his  butler  have  to  pay  50  reis  per  kilo. 
The  quantity  of  butter  imported  last  year  at 
Rio  de  Janeiro  from  foreign  countries  was 
only  30,115  cases  against  51,235  cases  in  1899, 
the  decrease  being  21,120  cases,  or  about 
1,200,000  lbs.  That  there  has  been  some  in- 
crease  in  the  production  of  Brazilian  butter 
we  do  not  doubt,  but  not  sufficient  to  com- 
pensate for  the  large  decrease  in  the  trade  in 
foreign  butter. 


—  Telegrams  from  Rio  Grande  do  Norte 
report  that  heavy  rains  hive  fallen  in  that 
state.

—  Some  days  ago  at  Porto  Alegre  Julio  de 
Castilhos  with'  his  eloquence  is  slid  to  have 
moved  Minister  Bryan  to  tears.  Julio  has 
caused  many  persons  lo  shed  tears,  but  not 
with  his  eloquence. 

—A  Penimuhuco  telegram  of  the  1st  iust, 
says  the  deaths  last  month  in  that  city  included 
3S  from  pulmonary  consumption  and  32  from 
small-pox.

—  Minas  advices  of  a  recent  dale  are  to  the 
effect  that  the  proprietors  of  the  "Rotulo" 
fazeuda,  an  English  company,  have  initiated 
extensive  pastures  and  plantations  of  cereals, 
forage  grasses  and  cotton,  and  also  stock-rais- 
ing on  a  large  scale.

The  Company  has  now  completed  its 
new  cables  along  this  coist  and  from  St  Vin- 
cent to  Madeira  and  thence  to  P.irthcuruo, 
and  is  in  a  position  to  inset  any  demands. 

—As  we  are  going  to  press  we  hear  that  Mr. 
Robert  Vance,  superintendent  of  the  Empreza 
de  Sil  e  Navegacao'and  surveyor  for  Lloyds 
Ageucv,  bad  been  traitorously  assaulted  and 
stabbed,  perhaps  fatally,  by  a  cod  laborer 
named  Hermogeneo  Pereira  I/ipa  whom  he 
hid  dismissed  some  days  before,  The  assassin 
was  placed  under  arrest. 

—  The  -beat  wave,"  as  it  is  called  ill  the 
United  States,  which  passed  over  this  city  .on 
Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday  aud  Siturdav 
last,  caused  no  slight  inconvenience. *We  have 
had  so  much  rain  anil  cool  weather,  that  a 
sudden  rise  in  temperature  now  seems  to  be  too 
much  for  us.  A  thunder-storm  came  up  Sa- 
turday night  and  the  rain  lasted  all  day 
Sunday. 

— After  a  very  brief  connection  with  the 
Imprensa,  Dr.  Fausto  Cardoso  has  had  a  mis- 
understanding with  the  management  of  that 
paper  and  has  severed  his  connection  with  it, 
According  to  the  statement  published  by  tlie 
manager  he  abused  the  confidence  reposed 
in  him  by  publishing  an  article  a  few  days 
since  which  was  highly  prejudicial  to  the  p*i- 
per  which  had  opened  its  columns  to  him. 

—We  deeply  regret  to  note  the  death  on  the 
26th  nit.  of  Mr.  Williun  Rutusey,  who  for 
nearly  38  years  was  in  the  emplov  of  Messrs. 
Pliipps  Brothers  &  Co.  of  this  city,  but  has 
been  in  the  employ  of  Messrs,  King  Ferretra 
St  Co.  since  the  former  house  closed  its  bus: 
iness  here.  Mr.  Rumsey  was  well  known  to 
the  older  generation  of  Rio  business  men, 
who  will  be  deeply  grieved  to  hear  of  his 
death.  He  had  completed  his  70th  vear.  His 
funeral  occurred  at  the  Gambia  cemetery  on 
the  27th  ulj.  *

_  It  would  seem  that  the  auti-clerical  agi- 
tation i»  Spain  lias  spread  into  Portugal, 
demonstrations  against  ;«  Orthotic  paper  and 
the  religious  orders  having  taken  place  in 
Oporto.  The  Brazilian  consul  there,  Sr.  No- 
fiueira  Valle  da  Gauia,  has  become  involved 
in  the  difficulty  because  he  first  objected  to 
his  daughter  "'marrying  one  of  the  editors  of  a 
religious  paper  and  then  refused  to  permit  her 
to  enter  a  convent.  A  manifestation  of  sym- 
pathy was  made  in  front  of  his  residence  by 
■students  and  working  people,  when  the  cler- 
icals organized  a  counter-demonstration  which 
ended  in  a  street  fight. 

—We  understand  that  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Strangers'  Hospital  is  about  to  issue  collector's 
■cards  for  that  institution,  with  which  its  more 
energetic  friends  can  obtain  new  donations 
and  subscriptions.  We  regret  to  hear  that  the 
hospital  is  practically  empty,  although 'at  such 
■a  time  there  must  be  more  or  less  sickness 
In  our  opinion,  the  fees  charged  are  too  high 
hikI  the  restrictions  on  admission  too  severe, 
but  Ibis  brings  up  an  old  dispute  which  we 
prefer  to  leave  to  time  and  experience^  Our 
contention  lias  been  that  a  full  hospital  on 
small  foes  will  pay  better  than  a  few  patients 
on  high  fees.  Besides  that,  the  hospital  will 
then  he  fulfilling  its  mission. 

—  An  important  theft  occurred  at  Tauhate, 
presumably,  on  the  ist  inst.,  the  Conde do 
riuhal  losing  297,000?  through  the  loss  of  11  hag 
entrusted  to  the  care  of  a  confidential  servant, 
He  \*as  bringing  the  money  to  this  city  and 
011  changing  from  the  narrow  to  the  broad 
cause  line  at  Taubate"  the  servant  disappeared 
with  the  bag  and  money,  The  Conde  do 
Piubai.  who  is  an  important  Sao  Paulo  plan- 
ter, did  not  discover  the  disappearance  of 
his  servant  until- the  train  readied  Cruzeiro, 
which  indicates  110  small  amount  of  careless- 
ness on  his  part.  Steps  were  at  once  taken 
to  capture  the  thief,  when  it  was  found  that 
lie  bad  been  arrested  in  Taubate  with  the  hag 
in  his  possession.  It  is  said  that  lie  had  tele- 
graphed to  his  master  of  his  arrest.  Sub- 
sequent advi  es  state  that  the  recaptured  bag 
is  not  the,  right  one.  and  that  the  money  is 
■still  missing. 

—  The  following  story,  which  we  take  from 
the  J?,  A.  Herald  of  the  16th  nit.,  this  been 
circulating  in  Buenos  Aires,  We  do  not  know 
whether  it  is  true  or  not.  but  we  are  inclined 
to  doubt  it.  The  Herald's  story  isas  follows: 
—11  President  Campos  Silles  on  .Thursday 
went  into  Rio  from  Petrppolis.  On  his  return 
a  poorly  dressed  man  approached  him  and  all 
present  thought  he  was  going  to  nuke  an  at- 
tempt upon  the  president's  life,  The  people 
and  police  surrounded  the  president  to  pro 
tect  him  and  the  man  was  arrested.  He  had 
merely  been  going  to  ask  alms.  He  was 
brought  before  the  president  and  said  he  wis 
in  great  misery.  The  president  ordered  Ins 
release  and  gave  llitn  50,000  reis.  The  inci- 
dent was  greatly  commented. »

—  Reports  are  current  that  the  government 
is  planning  to  reopen  the  Ypaiiema  iron 
works,  on  which  so  much  money  has  been 
squandered.  The  new  plan  is  to  make  use  of 
the  water  power  of-  the  Rio  Tide"  for  running 
the  establishment. 

— It  is  aniiou  iced  that  a  process  has  been 
discovered  for  rendering  glass  indestructible. 
It  is  stated  that  a  specimen  was  subjected  to  a 
temperature  of  a^OJ'Ftihr.aud  remained  intact. 
But  how  about  subjecting  it  to  the  average 
copeiro  and  kitchen  girl  ?  Will  it  break  ? 

—  It  is  worthy  of  note*  that  the  municipal 
officials  are  increasing  charges  for  licences 
and.  imposing  other  charges  at  their  own 
sweet  pleasure.  It  is  a  pity  there  are  no 
Brazilians  patriotic  enough  to  contest  their 
inipqsitionsin  the  courts,  instead  of  submitting 
to  them. 

— In  the  district  of  Pomba.  Minas  Geraes, 
the  tobacco  crop  is  unusually  large  this  year 
and  the  quality  of  the  arttcle  is  said  to  be 
excellent.  Unfortunately  prices  have  declined 
and  rope  tobacco,  which  formerly  sold  at  from 
2$  to  3$  per  metre,  is  now  quoted  at  500  reis 
without  buyers. 

— The  glass  factory  of  Prado.  Jordao  &  Co. 
at  Agin  Branca,  S.  Paulo,  lias  be;n  closed  on 
account  of  the  inability  of. the  proprietors  and 
operatives  to  agree  in  regard  to  pay.  The 
operatives,  who  are  French,  have  telegraphed 
to  the  French' minister  of  commerce,  asking 
for  repatriation. 

—The  Brazilian  consul  at  Oporto,  Sr.  Cahuoii 
Nogueira  do  Valle  da  Gima,'  who  has  been  in- 
volved in  recent  troubles  in  that  city,  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Trieste  consulate  The  dif- 
ficulty, as  our  readers  are  aware,  w.ih  in  con- 
nection with  the  anti-clerical  denniis'ratious 
in  Oporto. 

—It  is  announced  that  the  states  of  S  Paulo, 
Mluas  Geraes  and  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  will  be 
represented  at  the  Buffalo  exposition,  The 
mineral  exhibit  from  Minas  Geraes  promises 
to  be  most  interesting.  Steps  have  also  been 
taken  in  Pernambuco  to  arrange  an  exhibit 
from  that  state. 


—It  is  stated  that  the  government  will  ship 
£500,000  to  its  London  agent  by  to-day's 
steamer.  Happy  foreign  creditor  !  Here  the 
starving  Ceard  refugee  employed  on  public 
works  lias  received  no  pay  for  two  months,  the 
unfortunate  merchant  is  unable  to  get  dis- 
counts because  the  government  has  not  kept 
its  promise  to  furnish  twenty-five  thousand 
coutos  for  that  purpose,  and  hundreds  of  ac- 
counts-are kept  waiting  for  settlement.  Happy 
strangers  !  No  wonder  Brazilians  like  to  live 
in  Paris  and  play  the  r81e  of  foreigners !  A
